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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Referring to the arguments: Gilbert discloses in 
Figure 4 modifying the packet by removing silence samples (step 330) or replicating silence samples (step 355). Removing silence 
samples and replicating silences samples reads on "fragmentation" since it changes the data packet format. The processor can fragment a 
packet into two or more fragmented packets since it can remove silence samples and replicate silence samples. By replicating silence 
samples in the data packet, the packet is fragmented into two fragments since a silence sample is inserted in between. Even If the single 
audio data packet was initially one packet, inserting a silence sample in the middle of the packet will fragment the single audio packet into 
two packets. 
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
